Blair being present was called 
upon and made appropriate remarks. We have 
not the time or space for an extended notice.

Card of Thanks 

Ata meeting of the non-commissioned offic- 
ers and privates of Co.A 14th Regiment 
Michigan Infantry, held at Camp Mizner, 
March 20, 1862, the following Resolutions 
were unanimously passed: 

Resolved, that while from day to day during 
our stay at Camp Mizner we have been placed 
under many and great obligations by the uni- 
form kindness and courtesy of Benj. Follett 
Esq., of Ypsilanti, we have in rendering our 
cheerful and heartfelt gratitude for the same, to 
acknowledge ourselfs (sic) the happy recipi- 
ents of new estimable favors at his hands, in 
the same presentation to each of us a beautiful 
edition of the Book of Common Prayers. 

That in this crowning exhibition of his kind- 
ness, Our hearts are moved with emotions 
which cannot be expressed in words, and that 
although it beyond our power in any manner to 
repay the generous giver, we will ever bear 
him in mind, and will vie with each other in 
manly conduct, and soldierly bearing, both in 
camp and in field, thereby hoping to prove that 
we Can appreciate and are in some manner 
worthy of his kindly regards.

Accidentally shot 

On Tuesday last Samuel McKibben, a pri- 
vate in the 14th Regiment, came to his death by 
the accidental discharge of a pistol in the hands 
of Sergeant North. All efforts to save his life 
were of no avail. He survived but a short time.

On Wednesday, another soldier came very 
near meeting the same fate. A pistol in the 
hands of some overcareless fellow, acciden- 
tally went off and wounded a soldier in the 
neck but not seriously. Pocket pistols are 
dangerous playthings. 


Ypsilanti Times April 18, 1862 
Departure of 14th Regiment 

After nearly a six-month stay in our city, the 
Fourteenth Michigan Infantry yesterday 
(Thursday), vacated Camp Mizner and is now 
off to the war, going direct from here to St. 
Louis. The Regiment has long been ready to 
take the field, both in number of men and 
efficiency in drill, and the arrival of the long- 
looked-for paymaster was the signal of their 
speedy departure, and at the same time replen- 
ished pockets that had grown remarkably lean. 
Monday and Tuesday were occupied in paying 
off the men, over one hundred thousand dol- 
lars being distributed. The money is mostly 
Treasury note of the last issue. They are a 
better looking note than the August issue. 

Looking around on Wednesday, one could 
see in every direction “Squads” engaged in 
many ways in getting rid of their spare change. 
Here were groups busily engaged in the old 
game “heads I win, tails you lose”, other 
“matching”, “shying at a mark”, “crack lieu”, 
“pitching”, “clubbing”, and numerous other 
games for which we know no name. So the 
money goes. Nor is the above the only way: 
money like carrion bring around the “vul- 
tures”, “sharpers”, and “hawkers”, each one 
standing ready to ““nab’ whereever it can be 
“picked”. Still another way - the “Subtler’, 
this institution, though in some respects an 
accommodation, in many others it is a-a, yes a- 
if, they will get bit, bit itis —no one is to blame 
but the bitten, at least so they say. 

In the quarters all was business and bustle. 
The boys were elated with the prospect 
ofgoing down where it is warm, and we ven- 
ture to say that none of them will flinch even if 
they run the risk of getting down where it is 
warmer than they anticipated. 

On Thursday twenty first-class passenger 
cars were sent up from Detroit, the baggage 
occupied six freight cars, and all were drawn 
by two powerful engines the Grey Hound and 
Goliath. Four days rations were drawn, knap- 
sacks and guns in good order, and then the men 
were marched on board the train. They are 
accompanied by many from this city and Ann 
Arbor as far as St. Louis. Notwithstanding the 
day was rainy, disagreeable and buddy, there 
was a large crowd to give the hand of parting 
and to those they “ken ow ‘er weel” a welcome 
kiss. At2 0’clock the train moved slowly from 
the depot. Cheer after cheer was given and 
over all came back — 

“Cheers for the sweethearts 

we are now forced to leave, 

Think of us, lassies, but for us don’t grieve; 

Bright be the garlands that for us you'll weave, 

When we return to your smiles...” etc. 

We saw many manly eye grown dim and a 
tear steal down the rough cheek of the solider; 
we saw many a fair head bowed down in 
sorrow for the husband, son or lover ... “God 
bless you farewell,” was never uttered more 
fervently than upon this occasion. 

“Here we part perhaps forever, 

On this world of grief and pain; 

Where dear ties we must sever, 

But up there to meet again. " 

The sick were left at the hospital in care of 
Dr. Ashley. There are believed but ten or 
twelve who were not able to go on with the 
regiment..

... The Fourteenth Regiment ere by this time 
have slept upon the battlefield of Pittsbury. 
They made but a short stop in St. Louis, just 
long enough to be regaled by the ladies with 
every thing nice and good to eat. One soldier 
was Caught stealing, and was court marshaled 
and expelled from the train, left on the prairie 
to get on the best way he could. During 
embarkation of the Regiment Silas Williams 
of Co. E. was lost overboard and drowned. 
This was we believe the only calamity to mar 
the trip of the Regiment South.

The Reunion of the Twenty-seventh 

There were many interesting incidents con- 
nected with the reunion of the Twenty-seventh 
Michigan Infantry in this city October 22. The 
veterans were delighted with their welcome 
and treatment by the city and its citizens, and 
Ypsilanti, dear to them from the associations 
of 1862, will have a still warmer place in their 
affection because of the reunion of 1902 and 
the generous hospitality accorded them. It 
was an especial pleasure to revisit their old 
barracks in the Thompson Block, which is the 
only building used as a barracks in 1862 in 
Michigan that is still standing. 

Atthe morning session of the regiment Colo- 
nel John P. Kirk, in welcoming them, read an 
unfinished poem with the late Judge Babbitt 
had begun for this occasion. The Judge had 
camped with the Twenty-seventh when he, in 
the commissary department, was stationed at 
Camp Nicholas, Kentucky... 

. Whereas, The Twenty-seventh Michigan 
Infantry Association in reunion assembled 
have been most generously entertained during 
their stay in Ypsilanti, therefore be it 

Resolved, That we, the members of this 
association present, desire to express our 
gratitude, first, to Mr. Florence S. Babbitt, our 
esteemed president, for her cordial invitation 
toold Ypsilanti, beautiful in old age, beautiful 
in her open-handed, generous hospitality to 
the old boys whom it sent out in their youth to 
the defense of their country; second, the Lady 
Maccabees for the home proffered in their 
beautiful hall (Richard Reid’s front room, 
today!); also to ex-Mayor O.E. Thompson for 
opening to us the building known as the old 
barracks and rendezvous of the Twenty-sev- 
enth Michigan, that we might view our old 
quarters of 1862, to ex-Mayor H.P. Glover for 
printing, to the Kilian Orchestra, Manager 
Merrill of the D., Y., A.A. & Jackson R.R., to 
the business men and common council for 
their generous financial aid, to Comrades T.J. 
West and John Chapman for kindnesses, and 
to our beloved president in her efforts for our 
happiness and comfort. We remember with 
pleasure the associations formed more than 
forty years ago, and with the renewing of this 
happy acquaintance we shall carry with us 
through the remaining years ....

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Was Camp Mizner 
in Depot Town? 


Letter to the editor: 

I have a question that I hope one of your 
readers can answer: During the Civil War, 
where was Camp Mizner? 

About a year ago, David Curtis spoke at the 
Genealogical Society of Washtenaw County 
on researching soldiers who fought in the 
Civil War. I knew I didn’t have any direct 
ancestors, but it turns out that two of my great 
grandmother’s brothers were Union Soldiers. 
One of them, Henry Augustus Bennett, was a 
member of Company F of the Michigan 
Fourteenth Infantry. He enlisted at Lowell on 
Nov. 9, 1861, and was mustered in January 7, 
1862 at Ypsilanti. The Fourteenth left

Ypsilanti on April 17, 1862. 

In Harvey Colburn’s book, The Story of 
Ypsilanti, he states on page 186 that the 
Thompson Block at River and Cross Streets 
was the site of Barracks. But he does not 
identify which units or companies were there 
nor exactly when. Gilbert Park and Woodruff 
School were the “Commons”, used as a drill 
ground. 

People have told me that Frog Island was 
also used as a camp ground at this time. 

In the Free Press of March 1, 1862, from 
Camp Mizner, Ypsilanti by “Havelock”, he 
refers to the “Follet House” as a place for 
social evenings. 

Several of the letters of William Montague 
Ferry, found at the Bentley Library, have 
Camp Mizner as their site of origin. 

None of the Vett Noble’s letters, which are 
housed at the Ypsilanti Archives mention the 
exact location either. Dr. Donald Disbrow 
edited them for an article published in Civil 
War History, March 1968, vol. 14, #1. 

I have exhausted my source ideas, and 
would be happy to try suggestions from 
others.

... Mr. Roberts, of Ypsilanti, is filling up the 
block corner of Cross and River Streets, near 
the Depot, with a beautiful brick building 
which he proposes to use as a market. It is in 
good taste with the rest of the block...

... Fifty of the Lancers - which regiment has 
been disbanded - arrived here Thursday, and 
eighty-two more came in Friday night. The 
regiment stationed here must be nearly full, if 
not quite so. 


The regiment is stationed in a large brick 
building east of the depot. In the basement is 
the culinary arrangement. Each company 
cooks for itself. The boys have lots of fun. 
They have a debating society, and also hold 
dances in the upper story where they ‘balance 
to your partner” in the genuine style, to the 
music of fiddle and bones. And then, we are 
sorry to say, there is another class who like to 
“pitch in” and have a good fight. We saw three 
last week, one of which resulted in both par- 
ticipants being badly used up by a more sen- 
sible horse; they having got under his feet, he 
gently helped them out by kicking them a rod 
or two. 

We believe there are no immediate danger- 
ous cases in the hospital, at present. Query: 
why do they put a person afflicted with a 
contagious disease in the same room with the 
other patients? 

The regiment has also got a suttler. As these 
institutions are causing great excitement and 
talk in Washington, those wishing to see one 
will find him next door to the Guard House.

Surgeon Batwell has handed us an answer to 
the query which we propounded in our last 
issue. We visited the hospital some two weeks 
since, in one room there were six patients one 
of which had the measles, the others may have 
had it but we saw no signs of it. However it was 
not until it was spoken of to us that we thought 
of mentioning the fact. We did not wish to be 
misunderstood in the matter, nor was it our 
intention to say anything prejudicial to the 
management of the hospital, which are in 
every efficient hands. The health of the regi- 
ment is excellent. 

Camp Mizner, Feb. 3rd, 1862 
Mr. Editor: 

In your last issue, in noticing some of our 
particulars connected with the 14th Regiment 
you were pleased to draw attention to the 
Hospital arrangements under my supervision, 
and as your remarks are calculated to mislead 
those who are ignorant of the fact, I trust you 
will do me the justice of contradicting the 
report that contagious diseases are promiscu- 
ously scattered through the several wards of 
the hospital. In the first place, we have not a 


single contagious disease either in the hospital 
or quarters, and secondly, if such an unfavor- 
able event should arise, we profess to have 
sufficient knowledge in the governance of a 
hospital; and also ample accommodation to 
keep our patients so afflicted in separate 
rooms. We have some cases of measles, which 
are kept separate from the other patients, and 
as we found that disease in the city when we 
came, we make no remarks on the subject, 
being unwilling to interfere with the estab- 
lished “institutions” of Ypsilanti. 

Our hospital reports, and our bill of mortal- 
ity will compare favorably with any other 
Regiment in the West, and we consider our 
hospital arrangements very far superior to any 
other in the state. I will take this occasion of 
returning to “The Ladies Aid Society” my 
heartfelt thanks for the assistance rendered to 
the sick oldiers under my charge, and in par- 
ticularly to the few who constantly provide 
those little delicacies for the convalescents 
which money could not buy. I wish I could 
mention the names of some who daily visited 
the hospital, bringing some of these little re- 
membrances to the poor sick soldier, who 
having left the comfort of home, and the 
kindly attention of mother and sister, and wife, 
and affection of devoted children, bravely and 
patriotically came forth to fight for their coun- 
try and its Government. Surely it is not too 
much to expect that those who are surrounded 
by all the comforts, which our soldiers have 
left, should come forward and assist them in 
the hour of trial and sickness and contribute to 
their necessities and requirements. 

Hope you will insert the above contradiction 
to your remarks of last week and also that you 
will become more familiar with our hospital 
arrangements before publishing anything 
prejudicial to it.
